But to Afr Vice-Marshal Emest 
Leslie Gossage and his staff at Bal- 
loon Command headquarters, the 
balloon is a serious weapon. It has 
{ts own part to play in the general 
scheme of defending Britain against 
Axis bombers, and the balloon men 
say it does it well. 

The public was skeptical from the 
start. The great ungainly gasbags 
floating high above London's smok- 
ing chinineys were the butt of every 
kind of joke. The man in Piccadilly 
Just didn’t know what the balloons 
were intended to do. He had a hazy 
idea they might bring down planes 
Or stop dive bombing. But now he 
calls the balloons “our fat friends." 

The balloon men say the main 
object of thelr barrage ts to “posi- 
tion the bird"—keep ralding air- 
craft to that height at which the 
anti-aircraft batteries may be used 
most effectively against them, and 
to protect military objectives from 
low-level attacks, 

In this, they say the balloons have 
been successful, There have been no 
cases, they say, of raider diving out 
of clouds, flattening out at 100 feet 
or so from the ground, and accur- 
ately bombing a specific target 
without being vulnerable to fight- 
ers or to guns. It was this kind of 
attack which the Germans employ- 
ed so successfully in Poland. 

They concede that there is noth- 
tng in the balloon barrage to pre-

FOUR-MONTHS’ TRAINING 


-Compulsory military training for young 
men 21 years of age will be fora four- 
months’ period, Prime Minister King has 
announced, The first camps called up last 
autumn and this winter for one month’s 
training inaugurated the scheme which 
was set in motion following the decision 
last summer for the training of young men 
for defence of Canada. The equipment 
and camp facilities at the time were not 
adequate for longer periods or more 
extensive training than one month, but 
now this situation has been improved and 
. the longer period is possible. As it was felt 
the one-month’s training was inadequate. 
the four months’ period. hay been adopted. 

The result is. that fewer men will be 
called and they will come from the ranks 
of the men of 21 years whose entry into 
military life will not work any hardship 
on them nor cause dislocation in industry 
and war production, It is believed the 21- 
year, old class will provide enough recruits 
to satisfy the requirements. 

After basic training for two months 
men who volunteer and are accepted 
into the R.C:N. or the R.C.A.F., will go to 
special schools for these services while 
others will have two months’ training at 
advanced schools in the particular arm of 
the service in which they are posted. At 
the end of the period unless the recruit 
volunteers and. is accepted for active 
service, he retires to civil life, subject to 
recall for service in Canada if necessary 
or for additional training.

On such 
occasions we go home with a secret 
fear that something dreadful will 
happen. But an occasional meal in 
a restaurant ts the only way of get- 
ting a square meal, as food in the 
shops is more and more strictly 
rationed. We now get 2 kgs. of 
bread a week, which would do for 
us two, if we did not give up half 
to Wilhelmina and her three boys. 
But as the bread ration ts quite in- 
sufficient for young people's sppe- 
tites, we share our coupons with 
them. Not that we always get 
bread jn exchange for our coupons 
When bread {s scarce, as !t some- 
times is, the Germans are served 
first and we only get what ts left 
over. Coffee we only get twice a 
weeks now, and I havent seen 
cheese for months. And yet the 
Germans are continually telling us 
that we must accustom ourselves to 
eating less! 
And now listen to this! Not long 
ago @ young woman called upon.us 
and introduced herself as a “House- 
wives’ Adviser", (As though f 
needed any advice about my house- 
hold!) She spoke excellent Dutch, 
but it soon turned out that she was 
of German origin. Under Nazt 
orders, of course, she goes round 
from one Dutch house to another 
giving “free advice”. Smiling bright- 
ly, she says “There's Re shortage. 
of food if you observe a modern 
diet. Meat is unwholesome, eat 
vegetables instead. Instead of cof- 
fee, which is bad for the heart, 
drink tea made of berries”. She 
poked about in our kitchen, and 
told us that there was no need 
at all to wash up after every meal 
and then, she sald, we srould save 
hot water and soda. I was gitad 
when she took herself off, the Naz 
spy! 
You would be amazed at how 
quiet the roads are now Private 
cars have all been withcrawn for 
lack of petrol. In Rotter¢am many 
of the bus services have been tak 
en off. On the other hand, these 
Youth Clubs they talk and make 
plenty of noise marching up and 
down the streets and shouting their 
War songs. Dutch boys are no long- 
er-so keen to take part In them as 
they see that the Nazis are exploit- 
ing us and treating us as a nation 
of slaves, A Dutch boy who marches 
with the Nazis is now cut by his 
friends. We wonder what new 
tum the war will take and when 
Dutch people will be free again. 
Nearly every night we hear the 
drone of British aircraft going over 
to Germany. We walt every even- 
ing for this now familiar and wel- 
come sound of engines, When the 
big oll stores were blown up the 
other day by British airmen, we 
had a regular celebration, We 
felt it was a victory for us Dutch 
as well! 
Keep a good heart, dear child; 
perhaps we shall meet again soon- 
er than we now expect Much Is 
aappening here that I could not 
possibly put into a letter - If you 
hear of our sufferings, Go not for- 
get that the pressure we are now 
enduring is breeding res‘stance.

Graziani, six foot four Italian 
general who failed to stop the Brit- 
ish in Libya was known in Ethioc- 
pia as The Butcher, in Libya as 
“The Scourge of Libya’. Records 
of the British foreign office have 
him as the author of wholesale 
ctuelties. He “pacified” Libya with 
an average of 30 executions per day 
over many months. One of his fay- 
orite methods was to drop natives 
from airplanes, their bodies to 
crash on tle rocks. Others were 
dragged through the streets by fast 
travelling cars. In Addis Ababa 
alone 6,000 natives were killed. in 
three days,- Hundreds were burned 
alive in thelr homes. Women and 
children were bludgeoned to death. 
Now he has nothing to do but think 
of his record and the reward of a 
grateful government. No R.I.P, 
here.—Port Arthur News-Chronicle.

Cairo, Feb. 10 10 (AP)—British for- 
ces, launching a new drive against 
Italy's East African colony of Eri- 
trea from the north, have occupied 
the Red Sea port of Mersa Taclail 
and the town of Karora, on the 
tAn ,t0-2gyptian Sudan frontier, 
the Middle East command announc- 
ed today. 

The drive, apparently co-ordin- 
ated with the one sweeping east- 
ward across Eritrea in a vast pin- 
cer movement, brought the fal of 
the first Red Sea port to be cap- 
tured from the Italians. Mersa 
Taclat is 40 miles down the coast 
from the Sudan-Eritrean border 
and Karora is 40 miles to the 
northwest of the frontier. 

In Libya, on the North African 
front, where British forces are 200 
Tiles beyond Bengas! on the 600- 
mile road leading to Tripoll, today’s 
general headquarters announcement 
sald “clearance of the areas up to 
El Agheila 1s proceeding satisfac- 
torily.”, El Agheila {s 180 miles 
southwest of Bengas!. 

The RAP. command announced 
that aircraft of the Fleet Alr Ann 
made a successful raid Saturday 
night on Tripoli itself.

Bulgaria 1s spanned from east to 
west by two rugged mountain 
Tanges, plerced with few passes and 
cut by utterly inadequate roads, 
which are now clogged by ice and 
snow. Those ranges, the Balkans 
and the Rhodores, would be difficult 
for heavy troop movements in win- 
ter even unopposed. British diplo- 
matic moves leave no doubt that 
they will be opposed by bombing 
planes every step of the way unless 
Germany ¢an achieve complete day- 
light control of the air. 

Even to attempt clearing the Bal- 
kan alr of British planes would re- 
quire a large-scale transfer of Nazi 
air untts from west to east. That 
might force Hitler to abandon in- 
definitely any plans for an all-out 
drive against Britain, except at sen. 
Blow At Hitler’s Prestige. 

In effect, British moves calculated 
to force Germany into action in the 
Balkans are « part of the defensive 
campaign at home. German failure 
to accept the British challenge 
promptly would be a decided biow at 
Hitler's prestige. 

It might tend to reshape even 

Russian war policy, and Russia {s an 
enigmatic factor in the eastern war 
picture even if she has notified Bul- 
garia not to expect Russian help 
against a Nazi invasion. Berlin 
cannot ee @ moment that a 
powerful nm army and alr force 
are virtually in sight of German- 
guarded oil wells in Rumania; nor 
that Moscow-has shown keen in- 
terest in seelng her Black Sea out- 
lets remain under friendly Turkish 
control.

German sources said they were 
taking no part in the Latin con- 
ferences which were expected to be 
followed, by a meeting between 
Franco and representatives of the 
Vichy administration. 

Oh the face of it, it does not 
seem improbable that Mussolini 
would like an armistice. He had lost 
jthe war in Africa beyond hope of 
‘recall and he now-faces the pros- 
pect of increasingly serious attacks 
by sea and air against Italy her- 
seif. 

The Italian dictator is in an ex- 
tremely uncomfortable spot. His 
boasting of what his armies would 
do early in the war was so loud 
that his people can scarcely forget 
it. There was a time when it was 
possible for him to hold back news 
of the seriousness of the defeats his 
troops were suffering, but that day 

has gone and the Itallan war of- 
fice is admitting its defeats with 

frankness. They have 
been too wholesome for denial, 
War Brought Home To Itallans.

Cardiff, Wales, Feb. 19 (CP)— 
Stately Llandaff Cathedral, one of 
the oldest Christian foundations in 
the United Kingdom, has been 
added to the number of churches 
battered and burned by bombs.

“The balance sheet shows an accumulated surplus at December 31, 
1940, of $20,343.83, which represents approximately one-half an 
average year's revenue. If for any reason, our revenue should cease, 
even in a temporary way, our present surplus would enable us to 
carry on our work for probably one year. 1 might also add that at 
the present time we are hearing a great deal about post-war readjust- 
ments and J believe it is our duty to prepare financially for whatever 
these readjustments may demand. It is also true that the movement 
for farm organization has never been more active and never more 
necessary than at the present time, but without adequate ‘finances 
tremendous handicaps will be encountered, with 2 resultant impair- 
ment of the effectiveness of the work of extending organization. To 
provide for all these things, and to insure ourselves as far as possible

“To protect the interests of our members, the accumulated surplus 
could be invested in a war issue of Dominion Government bonds.

1940 PRICE OF CHEESE BOXES, : 
“In the early part of the 1940 cheese season we received numerous 


‘ |complaints regarding the price of cheese boxes. Mr. Gardiner in his 


report stated that we took this matter up with the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board, also the Combines ‘Investigation Commission at Ottawa, 
and action from both sources was taken, with some results. We 
went further into the question, however, and we have made a very 
thorough investigation into the"cosis of buying lumber and making 
boxes. The investigation was made through an examination of the 
actual costs involved in the whole process of producing a cheese box. 
We had the privilege of making such an examination from actual 
records, The figures we have from this investigation serve only as a 
basis for negotiation if such should be necessary as they cannot be 
taken arbitrarily as the actual costs today. Prices of material and 
labor have changed within the past few months, all of which must be 
considered. By getting information of this kind we are putting our- 
selves in a position whereby we can better serve the members of the 
Association. : 
REVIEW OF CHEESE MARKET, 1940. 

“Since the contract for cheese between the Canadian Government 
and the British Ministry of Food became effective, your executive has 
studied the situation very thoroughly, the principal object in mind 
being to try to have the business handled in the most economical way 
in order that the producer might receive the maximum ampunt of 
money out of the fixed price of 14 cents per pound, Montrefl basis. 
As I want to go into this matter in some detail, I am going to quote in 
full 2 memorandum dated at Ottawa, May 28, 1940, and mailed to all 
cheese exporters: 


MEMORANDUM FOR CHEESE EXPORTERS. 

“Canadian cheese will be-exported to the United Kingdom 
under direction of the Dairy Products Board according to con- 
ditions as agreed upon by the British Ministry of Food dnd the 
Government of Canada. .

MEETING WITH OTHER DAIRY GROUPS. 


“Mr. Gardiner has spoken alout our friendly and beneficial con- 
tacts with other dairy groups, and in order to complete that part of the 
work of the past few months I am going to read the minutes of the 
last meeting of these groups. 

JOINT MEETING OF. DAIRY GROUPS. 

“A joint-meeting of representatives of the Breeds Association, Pro- 
ducer Section of the National Dairy Council of Canada, the Montreal 
Whole Milk Producers’ Association and the Ontario Cheese Producers 
Association was held at the Royal York Hotel, Toronto, February 3, 
1941, at 3:30 p.m. 

“Mr. T. R. Dent, Woodstock, Ontario, acted as chairman, and Mr. 
5S. L. Joss, Belleville, as secretary of the meeting. 

“The purpose of the meeting was to discuss ways and means of 
arriving at some basis of agreement whereby a plan could be presented 
to the directors of the Dairy Farmers’ Federation that would bring 
about a single national dairy organization. : 

“Mr. Dent explained that he, along with a few others, had attended 
the annual meeting of the Dairy Farmers’ Federation and had dis- 
cussed with directors of that organization the advisability of one 
national dairy organization, and it had been tentatively agreed that 
steps should be taken towards that end. From these discussions the 
present meeting originated. 

“After a great deal of discussion, on motion of Hugh Hill and P. D. 
McArthur, it was unanimously agreed that a single dairy organization 
should be set up to deal with all national dairy problems. 

“On motion of John Pawley, seconded by D. O. Bull, the following 
committee was authorized to prepare a memorandum covering the 
points discussed at this meeting: Messrs. Dent, Hill, McMillan, Me- 
Arthur, Ashton, Hyde, Silcox, Clemons, Poole and Joss. Further, 
that this memorandum should be the basis for the discussion between 
representatives from this meeting and the directors of the Canedian 
Dairy Farmers’ Federation, who were to meet in joint session at 8:30 
the same evening. 

“At this point the meeting adjourned. 

“At 8:30 p.m. the meeting reconvened, with directors of the Can- 
adian Dairy Farmers’ Federation present. 

“Mr. Dent briefly outlined what had taken place at the afternoon 
meeting and asked Mr. Joss to read the memorandum that had been 
prepared, which is as follows: f 

“ ‘We, in joint meeting of Dairy Breeds Associations of Canada, 
representatives from the Montreal Whole Milk Producers’ As- 
sociation ‘and the Ontario Cheese Producers’ Association, believe 
that in the best interests of the dairy producers of Canada a single 
producer organization should be formed, and towards this end we 
recommend that the Canadian Dairy Farmers’ Federation and the 
Producer Section of the National Dairy Council join together and 
that all future presentations to Government bodies, provided they 
be of a national character and affect the interests of Canadian 
Daity Farmers in general, be presented jointly by thé two or- 
ganizations, 

“*As the annual meetings of the two organizations have already 
been held and their respective officers for 1941 elected, no con- 
stitutional changes are possible until the next annual meeting.

Why The 
Weather? 


By Major ... H. Thiessen 
Beience Service Meteorologist 


Stratosphere! That remote 
topmost layer of the atmosphere 
was thought formerly \to have 
Uttleto do with the weather at 
the surface. It is now known, 
however, that variations In alr 
pressure as exhibited in the 
passage of cyclones (storms) 
and anticyclones (high pressure) 
extend up into the stratosphere 
and indeed this remote layer of 
air may have considerable to do 
with the variations of pressure 
in the lower layers. Sounding 
balloons indicate that the base 
of the stratosphere rises and 
falls with the passage of high 
and low pressure areas of the 
surface,

I often speak in these columns of 
the complications that follow in the 
wake of some disease when the 
patient is weak and in no shape to 
fight off any new infection. 

The complications aré worse than 
the disease as far as scarlet fever 
is concerned. I have seen relative- 
ly few children die of scarlet fever. 
But I have seen them succumb to 
kidney trouble, to mastoid compil- 
cations and to heart disease which 
could be traced directly and wner- 
ringly to an attack of scarlet fever. 

When a child gets scarlet ‘ever, 
his body is filled with poison caus~ 
ei by the disease and if they settle 
in one place such as the car, the 
kidneys, the heart, they may kill 
or weaken for ife, - 

Only too often 1 have been called 
to a house where a/vhild is down 
with scarlet fever to find that his 
mastoid has been infected by these 

ns. Now a mast0id Infection 
fs always a dangerous thing, be- 
cause when this becomes infected, 
it, {s only @ fraction of an inch} 
to the brain. Some mastoids get 
better, but often the poison sceps 
through into the skull and death 
results. : 

When I was a cliild I nad the dis- 
ease. The poisons settled in my 
middle ear and for days I had a 
terrific ear ache. Ever since that 
time I have been a little deaf in the 
one ear. But I have known many 
children not so fortunate as I in 
escaping comparatively unhurt.

Scarlet fever is caused by one of 
the streptococcus family. Most of 
you know that this is the organism 
that causes blood poison. The same 
group of bacteria cause “strep” 
throats that we are always reading 
about and which have killed 30 
many people. “Playing with fire’ 
isn’t anything like as dangerous as 
coming in contact with the strep- 
tococcus family. 

I always watch scarlet fever pa- 
tients for a long time after they re- 
cover. Often, weeks later, you find 
that the child's heart is beginning 
to show signs of the strain it has 
been through; you may find that 
he has been left with a weakened 
heart muscle; that the valves aren't 
closing the way they should. 

Weakened kidneys is another af- 
fiction that often follows this dis- 
ease. ‘The polson impairs the filt- 
ers in these organs; the urine be- 
gins to be full of albumen. This 
condition was once called Bright's 
disease. F 

Pneumonia I have had to figh' 
in many a case of scarict fever. 
Natural resistance Is lowered by the 
disease, the membranes of the 
throat are already Involved in in- 
fection. Often the bronchial tubes 
are infected, too, and so if there 
are pneumonia germs lur«ing about, 
the first thing you know your child 
is fighting for his tife. not 80 
much’ against scarlet fever, but 
against the complication,

‘Washington, Feb, 26 (AP).—Hitler 
got a quick answer to his threat to 
smash Britain by means of @ sea 
attack. It came in the form of a 
daylight raid by the Royal Air Force, 
which crossed the Channel to ham- 
mer at German-hekd bases. 

Whatever the results of that raid, 
tt seems obvious British strategists 
intend to meet the threat of a U- 
boat and surface-raider attack by 
hitting first. Hitler’s defeat-dogged 


publicly his North African disasters 
came because the British Imperial 
Army got the jump on his’ armies 
They are out to do the same thing 
against Germany's spring U-boat 
scourge if possib'e. 

Gign of Growing Power. 

From this distance Britain's 
counter-raids along the Nazi-held 
“invasion coast” give evidence of 
expanding British alr power at 
home. Despite planes sent to Africa, 
to Malaya, and to Greece, Britain 
now is able to muster both bombers 
and fighter escorts in sufficient 
numbers to risk large-scale daylight 
attacks on Nazi submarine and air 
installations in France and the Low 
Countries. 

If other indications were lacklitg 
that months of- German air bomb- 
ing of British war plants had fal'ed 
to cripple plahe production serious- 
ly, the R.AP, cross-Channel raids 
would prove it. It takes something 
lke a 10-1 ratio of fighter escort 
planes to protect one heavy bomber

The English waited for the Ar- 
mada to pass then followed them 
close behind. Have you ever watch- 
ed a kingbird chasing a crow? If 
so, you will understand exactly 
what happened. The kingbird fs 
much smaller than the crow, but it 
is Mght and swift of wing, vallant 
and daring. It darts at the big 
bird, pecks it most annoyingly, and 
is out of reach again before its un- 
happy victim can turn a feather. 

The light swift English ships were 
the kingbirds in this fight. They 
sailed up close, fired a shattering,; 
death-dealing broadside right into 
the hulls of the huge vessels, then 
darted away before the unwieldy 
giants could turn and charge. 
When the latter did discharge their 
guns oftener than not .he shot pass- 
ed harmlessly over the English 
ships, for their height proved a dis- 
advantage, Increased by their lean- 
ing away from the wind. 

For four days and nights this ex- 
citing game was kept up. 
the English had to pause a while to 
renew their supply of ammunition. 
Next day they were at it again, 
and so it went on till a week had 
passed. The Armada now anchored 
in the Strait of Dover, and Medina 
Sidonia sent a message to the 
Prince of Parma at Dunkirk urging 
him to hurry Torward with all the! 
‘ships and men he had. But Par- 
ma’s way was blocked by a squad- 
ron of Dutch ships, and’ he could 
not get out. There was the baffled 
army forced to be idle spectators, 
and chafing at their helplessness. 

There was danger, however, that 
Parma’s flotilla might break away. 
To prevent this threatened disaster, 
the English took elght of their 
poorest ships, splashed and filled 
them with tar and other inflam- 


mable substances, loaded the guns, 
and at night brought them close to 
the Spanish fleet. Then they set 


fire to them and sent them Grift- 
ing with wind and tide straight for 
the enemy's crowded ships.
